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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 5 is pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure which 
is not enabling. The synthesis of the compound as described in the specification at pages 8-10 
including the starting materials and/or reagents, appears to be critical or essential to the practice 
of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The claim is drawn to a method of making a compound having an oxazine or pyran fused 
to an aromatic structure, however, the method does not include the essential starting compounds 
or reagents that are required for the reaction. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim does not set forth the starting compounds and/or reagents required for the 
process in a clear and concise manner. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heller et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 4,8 1 8,096. The instantly claimed method of making the compound having a pyran 
reads on the processes disclosed in the reference to make the reference compound, see e.g., the 
compound of formula (III) in col .5 and the preparation of compounds 15, 16, 18 in Example 6, 
7, 8, etc. and the reaction scheme in Fig. 12.
